These large flycatchers are not rare, 
neither are they very com m on, 
it is 
said that they

so quarrelsom e 
am ong th em selves that only one pair 
cam live in a single piece of wood«. 
Great crest is a little larger than 
th e kingbird; above he is of a brown­ 
ish color; breast gray, underneath yel­ 
lowish. 
Unlike th e kingbird that freque 
| the orchards and roadsides, the grei 
1 crest is an inhabitant, of th e wooif 
I H* does not spend all h is tim e in tall

crop 
will not he anything to boast of for 
the season of 1908. 
Celery is the only 
thing which will yield anywhere near 
a full crop. E verything el«e will range 
from m ediocre to bad. 
According to 
(*. W. F aust of Stark county, an au­ 
thority on fru*t in 
this jwirt of the 
country, the early spring w as too dry 
and too cold to insure anything like 
the normal am ount of fruit. The fruit 
in general w as stunted in th e bud. 
T hat which has lived, however, has j 
had a reasonable c h a n c e of existence, 
in the leniency of tho summer. 
Pep­ 
pers and egg plants are an exception 
to this, however, for the cool nights 
of part of th** sum mer have severely 
Injured these. 
Although Mr. Faust does not expect 
m uch more than 25 per cent of the 
plum crop to com e out well, then- will 
be enough to supply all dem ands. The 
s a m e applies to peaches, of which there 
w ill be but half a crop. 
Apples are 
bad from start to finish. 
There will 
be but half a crop of both fall and win­ 
ter apple®. 
Pears will make good to 
about the exten t of one-third of a crop. 
Up to the present tim e poatoes have 
been in a bad way, hut rains may bring 
them out better 
than was at 
fir 
thought. At th e present tim e only one 
third o f a crop is expected. 
T he crop 
of beans is not all that could be ex­ 
pected. 
T here will be som e but not 
many; perhaps not enough to supjny 
the usual demand. 
There will he a 
fair supply of peppers and egg plant. 
(Cauliflower is one of the few things 
w hich will nearly com e up to expec­ 
tations, but unfortunately, little was 
expected of it. 
There wi 11 aLso he a 
fair crop of m elons. 
Mr. Faust ex­ 
pects five per cen t of the crop to 
make good.

of property damaged by the explosioi 
of a boiler In the York rolling mil 
late Monday afternoon. 
The dead are: 
John Clancy, York. 
Benjam in Brem er, H a rry Seaohrist 
Paoli Puci, Alfred Struck, John Sloss 
m an and H arry Feger, all of Colum 
bia. Pa. 
Edward Fitler, Marietta. Pa. 
The boiler, which was located in thf 
center of the mill, exploded without a 
m om ent’s w arning, thousands of per 
sons being attracted to the scene by 
th e shock 
A rescue party was quick 
ly organized and search for the bodi«ji 
was institute«!. 
A m bulances from the 
York 
hospital 
were hurried to the 
scene of the exjilosion. but owing ti 
the num ber of <lea«i and Injured, d* 
livery w agons and oth er conveyances 
were pressed into service in ordei 
that the injured m ight be rushed tc 
the hospital. 
While the injured w ere being looked 
after, ih*' bodies of the dead were be 
ing carried from th e ruins of the build 
ing. 
A m ajority of those killed had 
th eir heads and limbs torn from their 
bodies. 
The mill had been closed down for 
about tw o w eeks and two score ol 
men w ere making 
repairs 
to 
an 
engine. 
T he men were working closf 
to the boiler and when the explosion 
occurred not one of th em was able t( 
m ake bis escape. 
T h e shock w as s( 
terrific th at it demolished a large por 
tion of the mill and sent heavy pieces 
of twiste«! iron and m etal in all direo 
tions. 
T he plant 
of 
the 
Broomal 
Schmidt A* Steacy To., located near 
th e scene of the explosion, w as badly 
damaged, and a 
horse 
which 
was 
standing 300 yards from the mill was 
killed. 
Box cars on the railroad siding ad 
joining the mill w ere torn to splinters 
and several persons clone to the dam 
ag«-«l building at the tim e of the ex 
plosion were slightly injured by flying 
debris. 
T he shock was felt over tin 
entire city. 
T he head of the boiler 
about 
four feet square, was hurled 
nearly a block.

They carry gaffs about 18
